Famous Ecclesiastical Uclic la 


Given Up by Morgan 


New York, Nov. 4.—The Ancient 


ecclesiastical cope, which was stolen 
from tup Cathedral of Ascoli, Italy, two 
years ago, and later purchased by J. P. 
iforgan, has been presented to the Hal- 
inn government by Morgan. The pre- 
sentation wiis made through Baron 
Des I'iuucbes, the Italian ambassador, 
who called by appointment on .Morgau. 
The cope i« now in the Victoria and 
Albany museum in London, to which it 
was loaned by Morgan. 


The cope was presented 
by Pope 


•Nicholas IV. to Ascoli, his native place. 
It is a French work of the 13th cen- 
tury. It was stolen from the Cathedral 
of Ascoli in IQ02 and efforts to trace It 
failed until last July, wuen a letter ap- 
peared In The Olornalo D'ltnlln from 
the director of the galleries of 
Flor- 


ence, saying that the cope was on ex- 
hibition at the South Kensington mu- 
seum. London, where it appeared as the 
property of "a well known American 
collector."

FISHERMEN'S TESTIMONY 


Vessel* Complied With Regula- 


tion* Showing; Nature of Their

Foreign Vessels

Hull, Bug., Nov. 3.—"That 
George 


Henry Smith and William l.eggett were, 
at about j^:30 a. ui. on Oct. XJ. whileout 
fishing with trawls aboard the Hritish 
steam trawler Crane, with board of 
trade marks exhibited and regulation 
lights burning, killed by shots fired 
without warning or provocation from 
certain Russia 11 war vessels at a dJs- 
tauce of about a quarter of a mile." 


This -U the text of the jury's verdict 


• at the coroner's inquest on the fisher- 
.men victims ot' the iNorth sea tragedy. 
At the request ot the Hritish govern- 
ment, represented by the Karl of Dys- 
art, solicitor of the treasury, this con- 
servative award was rendered by the 
first court of inquiry preceding the ses- 
sions of the 
International tribunal. 


The government askei the jury not to 
find a --erdlet of wilful murder or man- 
slaughter because "celicate 
negotia- 


tions are going on, which should not 
be made more difficult; .nd they ought 
not to let anyone think they had pre- 
judged the case before having heard 
both sides." 


In consequence the jury simply set 


forth the facts proved by the evidence 
• of physicians, experts on explosives uud 
the trawlers themselves. . 


To the verdict the jury added the fol- 


lowing rider: "On this occasion, prob- 
ably the most momentous in the annals 
of the British empire, the jury would I 
'record their.appreciation of the efforts 
made by the governments interested to 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion of 
the matter, 'which, v e feel, has no 
parallel In the history of the world. 


The British government, the Board 


of Trade, the officers of the Gamecock 
fleet and the relatives of the deceased 
and wounded fishermen were repre- 
sented by counsel, but . the Russian 
government did not participate. The 
proceedings occupied about three hours. 
The testimony consisted of medical evi- 
dence, by which it was proved that the 
death of Smith aud Leggett was the 
•result of gun and machine gun wounds. 
Then an expert identified fragments of 
shells by private marks, which he said 
were undoubtedly Itussiau. The stories 
of captains and mates of the trawlers 
followed. 


These latter related that while they 


were engaged in their regular work 
the ships of the Knltic fleet in two

campaign. . He lias secret audiences 
witli men all day every day he ha* 
beeu litre; aud yet, no reporter of a 
Dingle paper lias caught a word that be 
said except two or three remarks about 
the weather. Nor does the public know 
wbal bo doe» or what he says lu his 
political conferences. At the recent re- 
ception glveu to him at the Manhattan 
Club, be would uot speak. Such a si- 
leut caudidate for the presidency uot 
ouly was never beard of before, but no 
uiau would have beeu believed who 
should have laid tbat auy candidate for 
the presidency could be so silent. Every 
couceivable effort has beeu made to in- 
duce biui to make at least oue public 
address duriug the campaign. But it 
,b given out tbat be is immovable iu bis 
sileut resolution. 


Whatever the explanation of tbis si- 


lence—tbe diguity of the ofhee for 
which be Is a caudidate, tbesuth'ciency 
of bis letter of acceptauce or auy other 
explanation—tbe clear meaning of it Is 
that Mr. Parker is showing himself 
lucking iu the very first quality of lead-' 
ersbip iu a democracy. The people of 
tbe country aud of bis party do uot 
kuow him, aud he Is giving them uo 
cuauce to become acquainted with him. 


Here IB a mau whose conversation 


would be reported In every paper lu the 
lauu—oue of tbe ouly two meu of 
wboiu this cau be said. If be had a 
kuack at eugagiug in conversation with 
tbe peoplj, the whole people would 
listen. HiB parly would be both pleased 
and encouraged. His ueed of talking 
to the public is the greater because be 
is also tbe least kuown of all the presi- 
dential candidates. 


What a contrast to the conduct of 


Mr. Cleveland, for instance, after he 
was lust nominated, aud surely he Is 
not a loquacious mau. 
But be did say 


something that tbe uewspapers printed 
at iutervaln. He wrote letters. He had 
conversations witb meu aud tbey told 
what b« said. He consented to a recep- 
tion at the Manhattan Club, and he 
made a cheerful aud encouraging speech 
there. Anybody who cared could see 
Dim almost auy day; aud uewspapers 
reported what lie said. 


But Mr. Parker has a studied silence 


that la driviug supporters almost to 
madness. Or they are beginning to ask, 
Is it studied? Cau be talk? Did he 
• ever talk? Has be anything to say? 
Did he ever say auytbiug tbat tbe peo- 
ple could understand or care to bear— 


1 
his oue famous telegram always except- 
ed? The fear is creeping over them 
that perhaps he has uothlug to say— 
except sucu argumentative doctrmal 
.things as go to make official speeches 
and letters of acceptance. 


There Is something almost stupid lu 


such couduct—this is tbe talk you may 
uow hear in disappointed Democratic 
circjes. What's a caudidate for but to 
make as favorable an impression as 
.possible on the public? 
Especially 


what is the boundeu duty of a silent 
and uukuowu candidate but to say 
something so that the people may come 
to kuow him? 


Judge Parker's own point of view Is 


understood to be this: Mere talk Is 
gossip. It is uot he, lu a personal sense, 
that the people wish to know; It Is he 
•ouly as au exponent of Democratic 
doctrme. If in bis speech aud in his 
letters he expounded this doctriue—that 
la enough. Anything more would be 
undignified. 


But tbat Isn't the common sense 


view. For common t-euse would require 
that be should at least act naturally. 
Instead of that, he acts witb what seems 
a studied reserve. He keeps biddeu in 
his rooms, tie has au eutrauce aud au 
exit separate. He does not go out lu 
sight of the public. 
When he wished 


to take a walk one moruing he rose at 
half-past six, before the town had got 
up. He positively avoids people. 


This couduct is driviug the newspa- 


pers here that came to bis support al- 
most to maduesb. 
The Times, The 


World, The Eveuiug Post, cau do noth- 
iug with such a temperament. 
They 


squiim. Tbew say everythiug except 
•the oue main truth that gives them 
trouble—that Judge Parker is embar- 
rassing as a candidate. Tbe man lacks 
versatility, lie lacks the first quality 
of leadership. He does uot even see 
that he is called ou to lead. 
1'here is 


something stolid iu him. 


"Parker? Good fellow," said a mau 


who has seen ' him almost every day 
duriug the court sessions at Alhauy for 
years, "but of presidential size? Not a 
bit of it. He's a man of line character. 
a good judge, methodical, studious, 
conscientious; hut he's a country law- 
yer—a countryman yet, and he always 
will be. Tbe Democrais were buncoed 
again."

faced by Us builders, tbe subway Xaudi 
unique as a feat of engineering aud con- 
struction. In the shape of au Irregular 
Y, with the stem resting at the city bull, 
tnu tunnel runs north to Forty-Second 
street, where It bends sharply west to 
Broadway and out that thoroughfare 
to lUlid street. 
This portion of ihe 


tuuuel is a four track system, two 
tracks l\>r local aud two for express 
train service At 103rd street Iwo tracks 
diverge in a generally northeastern di- 
rection, cross uuder a corner of Ceu- 
iral Park and ou to the Harlem river, 


• under which it passes by means of a 
uinnel made famous by the eugineer- 
ing skill called into play to complete 
u. Alter passing under the river it 
continues to Third avenue and 145lb 
street, where the tunuelj ends aud the 
hue is continued upon a viaduct to 
Bronx parK. Tbe West Side branch of 
two tracks 
continues 
north 
fioui 


103rd street to Hillside avenue aud llth 
avenue, where it emerges from a tuuuel 
ana is coutmued upon a viaduct to Its 
terminus at Spuyteu Duyvil. 
Nine 


miles of this total of about fourteen 
were ready for traffic today, but it is 
expected that the East Side division 
aud tbe remainder of tbe West Side 
Hue will be ready iu about 
three 


mouths. The recently authorized lice 
from City Hall uuder the East river to 
Piospect Park, Brooklyn, will uot be 
complete for about three yearn, 
vv'llb 


that aud the other lines under construc- 
tion aud authorized, Greater New York 
will have between iweuiy-two and 
twenty-three miles of subway and al- 
lied lines. 


Ground was brokeu for the tunnel on ' 


March 25, 1900, after years of anilation 
and legislation, out of which tbe pres- 
eut project grew. It uad beeu decide! 
by a municipal ballot 
tUat lUe city 


should owu the system, but that it 
should be constructed under private 
coutiactou money loaned by the city, 
to be paid oy the contractor witb inter- 
est. 
Jt requited six years to lay out 


the mule and plau the size aud charact- 
er of the tunnel aud the viaducts, tbe 
works being under the supervision of a 
commission of which Alexander E. 
Urr was president and William Bar. 
clay Parsons, chief engineer. 
Ihis ac- 


complished, nids for the gigantic work 
were Issued. There were but two res- 
ponses, that of John U. McDouald, a 
iSew York contractor, being the lowest 
al ji3S.000.000. In spue of the spl emiid 
franchise iuvolved, the enormous difll- 
cultles of driviug a great tuuuel uuder 
the crowded city, the blasting aud in- 
evitable suits for damages for injured 
properly aud the possibility of a great 
catastrophe witb Its atteudaut liability, 
deterred all others tbau McDouald aud 
Andrew Onderdouk, wbote bid wus 
four millions In excess of tbe successful 
bidder. 
Tbe contract uuder which 


McDouald undertook tbe work provid- 
ed tbat he should construct the subway 
road iu four years at the cost of $35,000,- 
000; that he should have tbe right to 
operate 
it 
for Ofty years, with a 


right of renewal for twenty-live years; 
that the city would furuish him wilh 
$32,000,000 by au issue of bonds bear- 
ing 3 1-2 per cent interest, and tbat iu 
fifty years he should repay tbe $35,000,- 
000 and interest by annual installments. 
The entire property would beloug to the 
city aud at the end of tue lease the city 
could re-lease the system ou its own 
terms to whom it pleased. The con- 
tractor was to take his profits out of 
the construction aud operation of the 
road.. 


CONSTHUCTION OK THE TUBE. 


The construction of the tune has iu- 


volved difficulties ol a character proba- 
bly never before faced lu such a work. 
Portions of it passes uuder skyscrapers, 
involving costly aud specially designed 
supporting systems, aud practically its 
whole length lies uuder a crowded city 
requiring the solution of such problems 
as loose Involved lu tbe displacement of 
hundred of Bewers, many of them great 
mam trunk conduits, masses of intricate 
aud interlaced elecinc wires, gas, water 
am. steam pipes, and all wllbout se- 
riously interrupting the servies of these 
essentials to tue life of a great city. Our 
foundations were encountered in unex- 
pected places and quicK sands, strongly 
llouiug springs aud long forgotteu 
streams frequently culledintoplayevery 
device ol modern engineering genius to 
meet perilous emergencies. About three 
million cubic yards ol excavation were 
made for the luunel, oue-lhird of which 
was sloue. As Ibis required blasting an- 
other serious obstacle was encoumered 
in devising means for the safe use of ex- 
plosives, particularly in those nortionsof 
the work which werein the I'orm of open 
excavation, ordilchlng. Jn preserving 
the grade [he depth 01 the lunuel under- 
ground varies largely, uotabl.v along up- 
per Broadway where it was driven under 
the middle of the slreel. ilere the roof 
ol the subway is but a few feet uuder Ihe 
pavement. Tbe detailed work of con- 
structing the tunnel was do.je by means 
of Hub-contracts, the route being divided 
into sections which were advertised by 
Ihe chief coulraclor. As exlensive bor- 
ings had beeu made along Ibe entire 
roule, Ihe contractors were enabled to 
judge very accurately the character of 
excavation to be made, hut in some of 
Ihe sub-divisions unexpected obstacles 
and conditions were found.

KAl'IU TRANSIT SVSTEM. 


Tbe rapid transit system, of wl.i b 


the subway opened today, is out the 
first stage, wbeu completed will make 
New York uuique among the world's 
cities. Its twenty-six miles of under- 
ground tracks, elevated structures aud 
viaducts, over which will ruu express 
trains at nearly a mile a minute, will 
reacn to tbe city B uoitheru and south- 
ern limitb, aud diving uuder the East 
liiver, make the extreme eastern skirts 
of Brooklyn »s accessible to I he great 
business districts as tbe apartmeut 
house crowned heights of Harlem'. 
It 


is estimated that over this vast system, 
aud those of the Metropolitan Street 
Hallway company aud the Manhattan 
Elevaled company, will pass annuall., 
more than nlue hundred millions of 
passengers. Crossing tbis huge system 
of public utilities will be the great 
$50,000,000 private tuuuel of tbe Peuu- 
sylvaula Railway company, wbich 
crossing the Hudson river from the Jer- 
sey shore to Manhattan Island, will 
go uuder the city, dive uuder the East 
river aud furuisb au exit to the great 
Long Island country. Other links In 
thisgiaut system are the New York 
aud New Jersey railroad tunnel, the 
Hudson aud Manhatteu railroad luu- 
nel, tbe New York aud Queeus tuuuel,

It cau make 
good some of ita claims, but fully de- 
serves some of the accusations which 
are current. It does uot utterly destroy 
competition, because tbis ia impossible; 
but what it would do if it had a clear 
field aud could proceed without let or 
hindrance, ia a subject for speculative 
guesses, aud Ihe probability is that it 
would crush rivals aud oppress laborers 
aud consumers in a way that would 
force them lo radical measures, ll has 
not a clear field,bowever, and has beeu 
itself the first to find this out. 
The 


trust early discovered that it cannot 
safely charge monopoly prices for its 
goods and cannot aalely shut up a:j 
many of its mills as immediate interest 
would prompt it lo close. If it were to 
do tins, new competition would be 
evoked. 
The experience which the 


greater trusts went through in the 
eighties abundantly showed them thai 
they must be conservative if they are 
lo possess their pov/er in permanence. 
They may charge high prices, but uot 
the highest, and they have learned, iu 
practice, to locate the danger-line lu 
this direction, aud to carry me policy 
of product-reducing and price-raising 
totnalinie, aud there to stop.—John 
Bates Clarke, m'Ceutury Magazine.
